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Security guard 
robbed outside 
Lloyds Bank

A SECURITY guard was robbed out¬ 
side a bank in Soham on Tuesday. 

A major police investigation has 
been launched following the inci¬ 
dent at Lloyds Bank, in Churchgate 
Street. 

The G4S security guard was outside 
the branch when he was approached 
by two men who snatched the cash 
box from him before fleeing on a 
motorbike. 

The incident happened at around 
12.45pm. It is not known how much 
cash was in the box at the time. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary said a police hunt had 
been launched. 

A spokesman for Lloyds Bank said 
the organisation was assisting police 
with their investigation. 

A member of staff from The 
Fountain Inn pub in Churchgate 
Street, said: “We don’t know exactly 
what happened but we’re told that 
two men attacked the security guard 
outside the bank. 

“They made off with the money on 
a motorcycle or moped. There were

around three police cars outside the 
bank and the police helicopter was 
hovering above the town but we 
don’t know if they’ve been caught. 

“The bank was shut following the 
attack. It’s certainly not every day 
that something like this happens in 
Soham.” 

The robbery took place less than 
three weeks after a man holding his 
baby daughter was threatened with a 


crowbar by burglars at his home in 
Sand Street, Soham. 

He went to investigate a noise out¬ 
side, holding his one-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, and found two men in balaclavas 
in the garage. They threatened him 
with the crowbar before fleeing.

Tory MR choice: 
Meeting is called 
after complaints 


A WOMAN who was elected as the 
new Conservative parliamentary 
candidate for South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire could lose her position, it 
is feared. 

Cambridge University graduate Lucy 
Frazer was voted in as the Tory candi¬ 
date to fight for Sir Jim Paice’s seat as 
MP for South East Cambs in the 2015 
election. 

The open primary was held in Ely in 
December and sparked controversy 
immediately afterwards when it 
emerged that not one of the four can¬ 
didates were from the constituency, 
and there were claims that the party 
wanted the position to be taken by a 
woman. 

But now there is a new twist. 

The South East Cambs Conservative 
Association is to hold a special meet¬ 
ing following complaints about the 
election itself. 

It is not known who has made the 
complaints or how many have been

lodged but all association members 
have been asked to attend a meeting 
on Friday, January 10. 

Officers from the party’s headquar¬ 
ters will also attend and those present 
will be asked to confirm Lucy Frazer 
as their desired candidate. 

Members of the public are not being 
invited to the meeting. 

One member of the association, who 
did not want to be named, is worried 
Ms Frazer could lose her position. 

The member said: “I’m worried we’re 
going to have to have a whole new 
election. There has been quite a lot of 
controversy over it all and now that 
there have been complaints about the 
procedures I have a horrible feeling 
we’re going to be asked to start all over 
again. 


“I hope Lucy doesn’t lose her position 
as she was the clear favourite. 

“As far as I’m aware, the complaints 
are about the election being unfair 
and there being issues with the ballot 
papers.” 

Cllr Anna Bailey, a member of the 
association and whose ward is the 
Downham Villages, confirmed she 
would be attending the meeting. 

She said: “I think it’s all quite ridicu¬ 
lous - the vote was fair and Lucy won 
that vote.” 

Peter Cresswell, chairman of the 
constituency, said he was unable to 
comment on the nature of the com¬ 
plaints. 

But he said: “A special meeting has 
been called. Lucy is aware of the situ¬ 
ation and all members have been 
invited to attend the meeting, which is 
not a public meeting. 

“The meeting is being held as a result 
of complaints which have been made.” 

Lucy was unavailable to comment.

Eight people 
involved in 
A142 crash 

EIGHT people were involved in a three- 
vehicle collision on the A142 Soham Bypass. 

The horrific collision happened near to 
the old garden centre - a notorious accident 
spot - at around 12.45pm on Boxing Day. 

Emergency services, including the East of 
England Ambulance Service (EEAS), 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service 
and Cambridgeshire Police, attended. 

Firefighters used specialist cutting equip¬ 
ment to remove a roof, two rear doors, rear 
seats and a tailgate to release three casual¬ 
ties from one vehicle. 

A spokeswoman for the EEAS said there 
were eight casualties in total. 

She said: “We took four patients to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

“All were suffering with suspected neck 
and back injuries although they were all in 
a stable condition.” 


Roads are closed 
due to flooding 

TWO roads in East Cambridgeshire were 
closed this week due to flooding. 

Both Sutton Gault Causeway and Welney 
Wash Causeway were left submerged by 
water, forcing the Environment Agency and 
County Council Highways to shut them. 

The Welney road was closed last Friday 
and the Sutton Gault road was shut off on 
Monday. Both routes were still closed at the 
time Ely News was printed. 

Electronic signs warning motorists of 
flooding in Welney are set to be installed 
later this month. 


Fresh plans for 
care home site 


A FORMER care home could 
be converted into flats, Ely 
News can reveal. 

Major plans to convert the 
former Fenland Lodge 
Nursing Home in Stuntney 
have been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The proposals involve reno¬ 
vating the one-storey building 
into 24 apartments in total; 
eight one-bedroom flats, eight 
two-bedroom flats and eight 
one-bedroom bedsits. 

The premises, located in 
Soham Road, have stood 
empty since European Care 
Central Ltd sold the care home 
in April 2013. 

Mystery has surrounded the 
closure and future of the 
building ever since but the 
applicant behind the fresh 
proposals are a Mr and Mrs 
Ratnasinkam from Burgess 
Hill, West Sussex. 
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The only information 
revealed in the planning 
application is that the prem¬ 
ises are 5,680 square-metres 
in size and that the couple 
want to turn it into 24 indi¬ 
vidual apartments. 

The applicants confirmed in 
the documents that they had 
not sought any 
advice from the 
district council 
before submitting 
their proposals. 

When it was a 
care home, 

Fenland Lodge 
was able to cater 
for around 50 resi¬ 
dents and special¬ 
ised in caring for 
people with dementia. 

In October 2011, the Care 
Quality Commission issued a 


formal warning to European 
Care Central Ltd saying they 
needed to improve standards 
of care at the home. 

The main issues related to 
the staff - mainly that the 
owners had failed to “effec¬ 
tively ensure satisfactory ref¬ 
erences were in place” before 
employing new care staff. 

A spokesman for European 

Care Central Ltd confirmed 
to Ely News that they 
sold the home in 
April but refused to 
comment any fur¬ 
ther on the clo¬ 
sure. 

Planners at the 
district council 
could make a 
decision on the 
proposals within 
eight weeks.

Ta Bouche plan 
one step closer 


AMBITIOUS plans to give a 
troubled restaurant in Ely a 
new lease of life have moved 
one step closer to fruition. 

In July last year bosses at 
popular Cambridge bar and 
eatery Ta Bouche expressed 
an interest in taking over the 
restaurant at The Makings. 

The firm applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council to erect new signage 
at the venue, in Waterside - 
plans which were later 
approved. 

Now the company has sub¬ 
mitted more detailed propos¬ 
als to turn the facility into a 
restaurant and cocktail bar, 
with the bar opening until 
2am. 

If approved, the takeover 
would also involve creating 
new outdoor seating areas 
and a children’s play area. 

In a statement to the coun¬ 
cil, the applicant’s agents 
said: “My clients plan to open 
a restaurant and cocktail bar 
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with extensive outdoor seat¬ 
ing in two areas. 

“The outdoor seating area to 
the back of the building will 
be identified as a children’s 
area during the day and a play 
zone will be provided. 

“A demand has been identi¬ 
fied for a successful food and 
drink venue along the river 
walk through the day and 
evening. 

“The area is used by many 
tourists and families during 
the day. Ely does not many 
late night venues and so a 
cocktail bar until 2am is pro¬ 
posed. 

“General refurbishment is 
required throughout the 
ground floor.” 

Two separate proposals 
have been submitted. One 
involves installing a new 
extraction system, creating 
an outdoor play and seating 


area to the rear (complete 
with awnings, seating, play 
equipment and fencing), an 
awning to the front, railings 
and decking with associated 
lighting and heating. 

The other proposals involve 
creating a new opening and 
double doors to the building’s 
rear elevation, making inter¬ 
nal alterations to the ceiling 
and to the layout of the toilet 
area. 

Residents have been calling 
for action over the former res¬ 
taurant for some time now. 

The 120-seat facility has 
been closed since autumn 
2012 and before that it was 
only open to the public for a 
few months in the year. 

A decision on Ta Bouche’s 
plans could be made within 
eight weeks.

Kevin Warboys, 
mitigating, said his client 
accepted his behaviour 
was “thoughtless and 
careless” but said he was 
“completely unaware of 
his surroundings.” 

Slough was handed a 
six-month conditional 
discharge and was 
ordered to pay £50 
compensation and £100 
court costs.

me. 

“Ely deserves and needs a 
large, warm, permanent 
building which the city, and 
the post office staff, can be 
proud of. In my mind, the 
ideal location for it is the for¬ 
mer Millets store.” 

Julia Marwood, Post Office 
Regional Network Manager, 
said: “Rest assured we are 
working extremely hard to 
find a permanent solution and 
we are keen to hear from 
retailers willing to take on the 
post office. 

“Any new proposals to relo¬ 
cate Ely post office would be 
subject to a new six-week pub¬ 
lic consultation exercise.”

They should be penalised 

WHEN the post office closed in Ely High Street 
on a Wednesday, there were no post office 
facilities within the city until the temporary 
building was opened in the Paradise car park 
on the following Monday. Such a breach of the 
post office’s contract should result in a heavy 
financial penalty. 

Sharing premises with a retailer has already 
been seen not to work and the temporary 
arrangements (not mentioned in the 
consultation) have had difficulties, some 
unforeseen. Since the post office arrived on 
Paradise, their computers have crashed on at 
least two occasions, making the office unable 
to conduct any business for several hours; why 
had no priority on broadband been agreed 
with BT? 

Statements in the local press, and on 
television, indicate that the post office still has 
no long term answer but they are “working 
extremely hard to find a permanent solution.” 

I worked extremely hard, walking to the centre 
of Ely, and immediately located vacant 
premises on the corner of Dolphin Lane 
(previously occupied by Starbucks), on the 
Market Place (previously occupied by Milletts) 
and another on the corner at the top of Forehill 
- has no-one from Post Office management 
noticed these? 

The District Council is currently receiving 
rent from the post office, while they occupy 12 
spaces on the Paradise car park with their 
temporary office. 

I suggest they should pay the fines for 
overstaying in these spaces that ordinary 
citizens would pay: 12x £60= £720 per day 
might provide an incentive to speed up their 
searches, and make them treat the citizens of 
Ely with more respect.

Heartbreak as 
vandals smash 
village telescope 


A TELESCOPE which has 
been used by astronomers 
for decades has been 
destroyed by vandals. 

Wentworth Observatory has 
been guiding astronomy lov¬ 
ers from the Ely area around 
the universe for almost 40 
years. 

The community telescope is 
located in Main Street, near 
to the village play area, and is 
used by the Anglia Astronomy 
Club all year round. 

Members have been left 
“gutted” after discovering 
that the telescope box had 
been pushed so hard that the 
telescope itself had been 
smashed. 

Peter Ingram, the club’s 
chairman, said: “Yet again, 
another public service has 
been destroyed by vandals. 

“The mindless offenders 
pushed the telescope box so 
hard that the telescope was

smashed. 

“It has no commercial value 
whatsoever as it is an old 
design and all modern tele¬ 
scopes are electronic. 
Consequently it will be very 
difficult - and expensive - to 
repair. 

“These parts will now cost 
far more than the telescope is 
worth and as we are 
a very small group, 
with have severely 
limited funds, 
which means that 
we may not be 
able to repair it at 
ah. 

“We had just 
begun showing the 
heavens to increas¬ 
ing numbers of children and 
their mums and dads. 

“People are really interested 
in finding out about the heav¬ 


ens above and having their 
questions about space 
answered and we’re ah abso¬ 
lutely gutted by what has 
happened.” 

Andy Bensted, a technician 
at the club, said: “It’s just such 
a shame. The telescope is a 
community facility which is 
used by residents of all ages. 

“The telescope is a 10-inch 
reflector so it is a big one. The 
motor itself is still run¬ 
ning but it’s the tele¬ 
scope which is dam¬ 
aged. The damage 
will cost a fortune 
to repair, and we 
don’t even know 
whether it’s repair¬ 
able yet.”

Bishop defends Romanian migrants 


THE Bishop of Ely has spoken 
out in defence of the 
Romanian community. 

The Rt Revd Stephen 
Conway has described fears 
about an influx of economic 
migrants from Romania and 
Bulgaria into the UK as 
“scaremongering”. 

Speaking in his Christmas 
sermon, he said many 
Romanians were already 
making a “good contribution 
to our economy”. 

He spoke as quota restric¬ 


tions preventing workers 
from Romania and Bulgaria 
coming into Britain and gain¬ 
ing access to the benefit sys¬ 
tem and the NHS were axed - 
a move which has sparked 
controversy across the coun¬ 
try. 

Bishop Stephen said: “The 
church in Sudan has been 
combating tribalism with the 
message of unity in Christ. 
There is clearly much more to 
do. 

“The same is true of us. The 


tribes are just different. The 
idea that a flood of Romanians 
is on the way here is scare¬ 
mongering. 

“Romanians are working on 
our farms in this region 
already and making a good 
contribution to our economy. 

“As we take our freedom for 
granted, maybe we have 
much to learn from them as a 
people emerging from centu¬ 
ries of oppression how to live 
free and remain faithful to 
God.”

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Itagic Littleport house 
fire started deliberately

A YOUNG man set his house on 
fire a week after he found out that 
his wife of four years had been 
having an affair, an inquest 
heard. 

Toby Satchell, 28, was found dead 
inside the house where he and his 
wife Lucy’ lived in Kingsmead 
Court, Littleport, following a dev¬ 
astating fire there on Sunday, 
August 18. 

The blaze was so powerful that it 
destroyed the entire building and 
it was at first believed that it hap¬ 
pened as a result of a gas explo¬ 
sion. 

But an inquest into Mr Satchell’s 
death was held in Wisbech on 
December 18 and revealed that he 
started the fire. 

William Morris, coroner for 
North and East Cambridgeshire, 
heard that he and Lucy had been 
married for four years but that the 
relationship had become “unhap¬ 
py” 

The couple, both practising 
Christians, had been seeking mar¬ 
riage counselling from Paul 


Hedger, minister at the High Street 
Baptist Church in Isleham, but Mr 
Satchell discovered Lucy had been 
having an affair around a week 
before the blaze. 

The last time Lucy had commu¬ 
nication with Mr Satchell was 
when she sent him a text the night 
before saying: “Good night Toby. I 
really hope we can be on good 
terms, although I know it’s a lot to 


ask.” 

When asked by Mr Morris wheth¬ 
er there was anything that sug¬ 
gested that Mr Satchell would “do 
something unfortunate”, Lucy 
replied: “No. He was very upset but 
there was nothing to suggest that 
he would do anything stupid.” 

Giving evidence at the inquest, 
Mr Hedger added: “Toby was angry 
but I spoke to him on the Saturday 


and there was absolutely nothing 
said to ring any alarm bells in my 
head.” 

The huge blaze broke out at 
around 11.50am and quickly tore 
through the house. 

As reported at the time, frantic 
neighbours, including Dean Smith 
and Shaun Russell, desperately 
tried to get inside the house to see 
if anybody was inside but the 
flames were too ferocious. 

Mark Turner, from Hawkins 
Forensic Investigators, assessed 
the property once the flames had 
finally been extinguished and 
confirmed at the inquest that the 
cause was deliberate. 

Mr Satchell’s body was found on 
the floor of one of the bedrooms. 

Numerous packs of firelighters, 
aerosol cans and pieces of timber 
were found near his body and 
throughout the property. 

There were no issues with the 
house’s electrical or gas supplies 
and there was no evidence to sug¬ 
gest that anybody had accessed 
the property prior to the fire. 

Mr Morris recorded a verdict that 
Mr Satchell killed himself.

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Junction 
safety plan 
progresses 


AN accident blackspot which 
claimed the life of a popular teen¬ 
ager could be made safer very 
soon. 

Residents have been calling for 
safety improvements to the junc¬ 
tion at the bridge in Sandhill, 
Littleport, for some time. 

More than a dozen people have 
been killed in collisions at or near 
the junction over the years, 
including Ely Sixth-Form College 
student Jack Ure, 18, who was 
killed in a car accident there on 
June 20. 

In July, one of Jack’s friends, 
Courtney Pettifor, 18, who lives in 
Littleport, launched a campaign 
urging Cambridgeshire County 
Council Highways to make 
improving safety at the junction a 
priority.

To date, more than 1,000 people 
have signed the petition, which is 
asking for either traffic lights at 
the junction or work carried out to 
improve its visibility. 

In a letter to Stephen Barclay, MP 
for North East Cambridgeshire, 
local highways officer Steve 
Alexander, said: “Currently there 
are no plans to install a signal sys¬ 
tem at this location but we are 
investigating the possibility of 
improving the visibility there and, 
if feasible, will be designing a 
scheme. Both the road safety team 
and the bridges team are aiming 
to jointly fund this scheme, which 
we are aiming to do this financial 
year.”

SIR Jim Paice is taking on another 
new role as he prepares to step 
down as South East 
Cambridgeshire’s MP. 

The Conservative, who has 
already started work as chairman 
of the UK’s largest dairy 
co-operative, is one of four new 
deputies appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant of Cambridgeshire, 
Hugh Duberly.

JANUARY 

■ The Limes care home in 
Littleport, The Brambles care home 
in Soham and Soham Lodge were all 
given formal warnings by the Care 
Quality Commission for failing to 
meet the welfare needs of their resi¬ 
dents. 

■ Local author historian Pam 
Blakeman was awarded an MBE in 
the New Year honours in recognition 
of her services to local history. Long- 
serving parish councillor David 
Fairchild was awarded a BEM in rec¬ 
ognition of his services to 
Eladdenham and Aldreth. 

■ There was outrage after firefight¬ 
er James Chalklin, from Soham, was 
forced to resign after Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service chiefs said it 
was against policy to employ some¬ 
one in the Armed Forces. The service 
refused to review its policy - much to 
the horror of residents. 

■ Anthony Rowlands, 24, from 
Soham, was killed when the van he 
was driving was involved in a colli¬ 
sion with a lorry in Station Road, 
Fordham. 

■ Organisers of the summer Party 
in the Park festival planned for Ely 
were left red-faced after falsely tell¬ 
ing people that X Factor winner Matt 
Cardie would be headlining the 
event before any deal had been 
signed. 

■ Archaeologists discovered evi¬ 
dence of a Roman settlement while 
carrying out a dig at former allot¬ 
ment land in Fordham Road, Soham. 

■ Health chiefs were forced to tem¬ 
porarily close the Welney Ward at 
Ely’s Princess of Wales Hospital due 
to a lack of nurses. 

FEBRUARY 

■ Two men - Frankie Parker, 25, 
and Gary Smith, 20, were charged 
with the murder of Chittering pen¬ 
sioner Llwelyn Thomas, who was 
found dead at his home on December 
18, 2011. 

■ A bomb scare delayed the open¬ 
ing of Soham’s new primary school 
in The Shade, although experts con¬ 
firmed that nothing of concern was 
present on the site. 

■ Popular young mum Dawn 
Healy, 23, from Littleport, was killed 
in a horrific car crash in Ely Road, 
Little Downham. 

■ Council chiefs at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
agreed to increase council tax in the 
district by 2 per cent in a bid to bal¬ 
ance its budget. 

■ Liberal Democrat councillors 
accused Conservative members of 
the district council of rubber-stamp¬ 
ing car parking plans for Ely despite 
the public consultation not having 
ended. 

MARCH 

■Soham teenager Josh Dodds- 
Mills received a prestigious award 
for saving a toddler from falling from 
an upstairs window near his home. 

■ There were celebrations as the 
district council and city council sen¬ 
sationally announced car parking 
charges plans for Ely were being 
dropped - the news residents, busi¬ 
ness owners and commuters had 
been waiting to hear for years. 

■ Prime Minister David Cameron 
visited Ely to witness his godson 
being confirmed at Ely Cathedral. 
He also popped into the Lunchbox 
cafe, in Market Place, and enjoyed a 
bacon and egg sandwich while in the 
city. 

■ MP Jim Paice announced he 
would be standing down at the next 
election in 2015 after representing

The van had 
been parked at the pub for four 
months before police finally investi¬ 
gated it. 

■ German supermarket Lidl was 
given permission to build a new 
store in Ely by the Planning 
Inspectorate. 

■ Dog walkers spoke to Ely News 
about being attacked by ‘aggressive’ 
people while walking their dogs in 
Ely’s Country Park. Dozens of people 
spoke out about unsavoury activities 
at the park but police said they were 
unaware about such goings-on. 

■ It was announced that hit boy 
band Blue, girl band sensation 
Atomic Kitten and X Factor winner 
Matt Cardie would be headlining 
Ely’s Party on the Hill festival in 
August. 

■ Mepal Outdoor Centre threw its 
doors open to the public after being 
saved from closure.

■ Organisers of Ely’s annual 
Aquafest community event con¬ 
firmed the future of the extravagan¬ 
za could be in jeopardy after local 
dignitaries, including the city’s 
mayor, had a bucked of water hurled 
over them by rule-breaking crowd 
members. 

■ La Raza applied for planning 
permission to take over the Makings 
Restaurant in Ely, vowing to turn it 
into an exclusive cocktail and tapas 
bar. 

■ Two illegal immigrants were 
caught working at Basmati Indian 
Cuisine in Ely by officers from the 


Home Office Immigration. 

■ A foodbank was launched in 
Soham in a bid to help more families 
in need in East Cambs. 

■ A hostel was re-opened in 
Littleport to help with the area’s ris¬ 
ing number of homeless people. 

■ Sutton couple Nicola and Chris 
Blakeley hit the headlines when their 
daughter, Shelby-Jo was born on the 
same day as the Royal baby. 

AUGUST 

■ Film fanatics were in their ele¬ 
ment when Ely Cinema went digital 
thanks to a successful fundraising 
campaign. 

■ Cllr Tom Hunt - East Cambs’ 
youngest ever councillor - and son 
of well-known local councillor, Bill 
Hunt, was selected to fight for next 
year’s European elections for the 
Conservatives. 

■ An online petition was launched 
by Littleport teenager Courtney 
Pettifor calling for traffic lights to be 
installed at the Sandhill bridge, 
Littleport, where his best friend, Jack 
Ure, was killed. 

■ Michael Hammond, a former 
operator of Barcham Stables in 
Soham, was punished in court after 
one of the horses in his care was 
found emaciated. 

■ Local MP Sir Jim Paice was 
appointed chairman of First Milk 
just months after he announced he 
would be standing down in the next 
election. 

■ Fears were raised for the future 
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made 2013’s headlines 



of Ely’s Princess of Wales Hospital 
after it was announced outpatient 
services could be about to change as 
part of the controversial NHS re¬ 
tender process. 

■ Around 5,000 people flocked to 
Ely for Party on the Hill, which fea¬ 
tured Blue, Atomic Kitten and Matt 
Cardie.

■ There was another twist in the 
Ely post office saga when it was 
announced that a portable building 
in a city car park would be used to 
accommodate the branch during the 
festive period and into the New Year. 

■ Four illegal immigrants were 
found working at the Good Luck 
takeaway in Soham and Wok This 


Way in Littleport. 

■ Tributes were paid to Tania 
Macedo, 25, from Ely, who was killed 
in a horrific collision on the A10 near 
Stretham. 

NOVEMBER 

■ Tributes were paid following the 
sudden death of young dad and tal¬ 
ented martial artist Aaron Wisbey, 
37, from Ely. 

■ Campaign group the 

Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Campaign to Protect Rural England 
called for a public inquiry into Ely’s 
Southern Bypass plans. 

■ Police were urged to get tougher 
on farmers who leave mud on roads 
in East Cambs following two serious 
accidents on the A142 at Witchford. 

■ Fast food giant Subway submit¬ 
ted plans to take over the former 
Lloyds Pharmacy premises in Ely’s 
High Street, putting an end to 
months of rumours. 

■ Planners at the district council 
recommended that proposals for the 
new out-of-town retail park in Ely 
were recommended for approval - 
sparking fears for the future of the 
city centre shops.

As Christmas passes, presents are 
wrapped, then unwrapped, and 
mountains of Brussels Sprouts are 
consumed. Tax will probably be 
one of the last things on your mind. 
Unfortunately, for those in Self- 
Assessment, HMRC will be sending 
out a bill to all those with tax to pay, 
and a reminder to those boys and girls 
that have been naughty and not yet 
submitted their Tax Return. 

January will no doubt also see HMRC 
popping up on your TV, reminding 
you to make sure your affairs are up 
to date before the dreaded 31 January 
deadline. If they haven’t had your tax 
return, and tax payment, then things 
will only get worse, as there are an 
array of penalties that they can charge, 
on top of the tax due. Starting at £100 
for a late tax return, and interest on 
any unpaid tax, right up to various 
combinations of daily penalties and 
surcharges if the delay is longer.

MANDELA: LONG WALK TO 
FREEDOM 

certificate 12A, 2h26m 


IT’S tempting to allow the profound 
sense of loss that greeted the death 
of Nelson Mandela on December 5, 

2013, to fog critical judgement of Justin 
Chadwick’s worthy biopic. 

Mandela: Long Walk To Freedom 
is reverential and respectful, adapted 
from Mandela's memoirs of the 
same name by Oscar-nominated 
screenwriter William Nicholson 
( Gladiator, Shadowlands). There is 
nothing here to desecrate the memory 
of the South African statesman, who 
was a lynchpin in the abolition of 
apartheid. 

Equally, Chadwick's gallop through 
52 years of turmoil doesn't delve 
into the minutiae of a flawed 
human being behind the myth. 

It's a handsomely crafted yet 
emotionally underwhelming skim- 
read of important historical footnotes. 
Mandela's 27-year incarceration, most 
of it on Robben Island, accounts for 
around 40 minutes of the earnest 
picture but feels considerably longer. 

The film opens in the Xhosa village of 
Mandela's youth with a slow-motion 
tribal ritual that ushers Nelson into 
manhood. 

We jump forward to 1942 
Johannesburg, where Mandela (Idris 
Elba) is an idealistic lawyer, whose 
eyes are gradually opened to the harsh 
reality of an unfair justice system. 


He weds nurse Evelyn Mase (Terry 
Pheto) and they raise a family but the 
marriage buckles under the strain of 
his increasing involvement with the 
African National Congress (ANC). 

They divorce in 1958 as Mandela 
and his ANC brothers stand trial for 
treason - the same year he meets, 
courts and marries social worker 
Winnie Madikizela (Naomie Harris), 
who passionately believes in his 
crusade. 

"If they want a war, we will 
give them a war," Nelson asserts, 
abandoning his pacifist leanings in the 
aftermath of the Sharpeville massacre 
in 1960, which results in the deaths of 
69 black protesters. 


The ANC begins a sabotage 
campaign, meeting violence with 
violence, and Nelson is sentenced 
to life in prison alongside fellow 
activists including Walter Sisulu (Tony 
Kgoroge), Ahmed Kathrada (Riaad 
Moosa), Raymond Mhlaba (Zolani 
Mkiva) and Andrew Mlangeni (Simo 
Mogwaza). 

Culminating in Mandela's release 
from prison and the 1994 elections, 
Long Walk To Freedom tips its hat to 
key facts we already knew. 

There is a heart-rending scene 
of Mandela receiving a telegram 
informing him of the death of his 
firstborn son Thembi in a car accident, 
and iconic scenes of a grey-haired 


Mandela and Winnie walking hand-in- 
hand out of Victor Verster prison. 

Elba is more physically imposing 
than his subject but he captures the 
cadences of Mandela's speech and 
delivers rousing calls to arms with 
aplomb. 

Harris is equally impressive as the 
woman who was wrenched away from 
her children and suffered physical and 
emotional abuse to break her spirit. 

The 146-minute running is both 
too brief to summarise Mandela's 
entire life and too long to sustain key 
episodes that Nicholson chooses as his 
narrative. 

We want less and more, and settle 
for something in between.

Designs on 
a new garden 


IF YOU’VE had time over the festive season to leaf 
through those gardening book gifts, or to visit a 
public garden and walk off those Christmas ex¬ 
cesses, you’ll hopefully be awash with innovative 
ideas on designs to replicate in your own garden 
in the new year. 

If you are redesigning an 
established garden, you can 
retain mature features, moving 
large shrubs and border plants 
to create an immediate effect. 

The proportion of plants and 
features to open space in the 
garden is all-important and 
the general rule is one-third 
planting to two-thirds space. 

You need that space to prop¬ 
erly be able to see your garden 
and all its features. 

Yet the garden can consist of 
many elements. Even a small 
garden could incorporate a mixture of different 
aspects, from lawn and paving to gravel, water 
and pebbles. If you have a tiny garden, think 
about incorporating vertical planting, using climb¬ 
ers to bring colour and texture upwards, or make 
your garden seem larger with the use of mirrors. 

Vertical dimension will prevent an otherwise 
flat area from looking boring. In a large garden, 


for example, tall trees will take the eye upwards, 
while in a medium-sized garden pergolas, arches 
and arbours are useful devices. 

Consider using a few bold focal points to draw 
the eye across the garden at an angle, which can 
help to overcome the shortcomings of a really 

tiny space. Drawing the eye to 
focal points elsewhere can also 
detract attention from an unat¬ 
tractive object or area, rather 
than attempting to screen it. 

If your garden is big enough 
to incorporate beds and bor¬ 
ders, make sure they aren't too 
narrow. Too many plants end 
up cramped between fences 
and lawn in boring, straight 
borders which do nothing for 
the plants or the view. Think 
about introducing interesting 
curves to your borders to give 
them a more fluid feel. 

The minimum width for a border should be 
around 1m (40in) and even with that, you'll be 
limited to dwarf shrubs and fairly small perenni¬ 
als. If your design includes three layers of planting 
in a bed, you'll need an area of at least 3m 
squared. 

You may think that planting the tallest plants at

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the back of the border and graduating until you 
have the smallest plants at the front is the best 
way to go, but there are certain plants you can 
use to break with tradition. 

Height in the foreground, as long as it doesn't 
block the line of vision, increases perspective and 
can make the garden seem longer. For this you 
can use wispy grasses such as Stipa gigantea, or 
perennials that produce light flower spikes such as 
Digitalis lutea, or see-through specimens such as 
Verbena bonariensis, which don't block the view 
of what's behind them. 

Long, narrow gardens can often be improved 
by dividing the area into several smaller sections, 
using hedges, low walls, raised beds or shrub bor¬ 
ders that extend into the garden and prevent the 
eye being taken in a straight line to the end. Each 
area might incorporate a different theme, such as 
scent, water, herbs or flowers. 

Of course, before any project can start, con¬ 


sider the type of gardener you are. Do you want 
a low-maintenance plot, or one you can endlessly 
potter in? How much time will you realistically be 
able to spend each week maintaining that space? 

Draw up a plan either on a computer or with 
pencil and (preferably graph or squared) paper, 
to make an outline of the existing garden and its 
dimensions. Include existing features you want 
to keep and potential obstacles such as manhole 
covers which you'll need to work around. Mark 
the direction of the sun, where it falls at particu¬ 
lar times of the day and any permanent shadow. 
Then put tracing paper over the original plan and 
sketch ideas of your own, experimenting with lay¬ 
out and plantings, bearing in mind what the vista 
will look like from the house, both downstairs and 
upstairs. 

And don't make it too complicated. Remember 
clean lines and simple shapes will always work 
best - in design, less is often more.
